The present purpose is to prevent 
the convention from functioning un 
tit they have had a decision on the 
committee** r ig h t to rescind action 
cu ttin g southern representation 
by 
23 delegates. 
The 1920 convention 
ordered reduction. 
It was made on 
the recom mendation of the sub-corn 
m illet, headed by Senator 
Howell, 
Nebraska. 
Then with am azing suddenness the 
natio nal committee yesterday threw 
oui ihe Howell report aud substituted 
a plan proposed by Senator Pepper 
Pennsylvania, giving hack 
to 
the 
south the delegates throw n out by 
th e Howell committee. 
F urther, tile com mittee on contest 
which deals with disputes over rep­ 
resentation was so constituted that 
anti-adm inistration forces have little 
representatio n on it. 
The national committee's action 
In this m a tte r has given new evi­ 
dence of the strength of Coolidge'* 
control. 
Then in conjunction with 
th e sudden sw itching of the 1924 
national convention from Chicago to 
Cleveland it allows that lite Coolidge 
campaig n m anagers not only know 
w h at they want, but how to get it. 
Senator J o h n so n ’s friends in Cali­ 
fornia not only wanted the Howell 
com m ittee program of reduced s o u th ­ 
ern representation 
adopted, 
they 
wanted still fu rth er cuts. 
T heir only recourse now Is to go 
in to th e convention and attack the 
national committee on the ground 
th a t it violated the m a ndate of the 
1920 convention.

Senate not in session. 
House meets to receive com mit­ 
tee slates. 
---------------------------------------------------- J 
Washington, Dec. 13.— Hiram 
Johnson’s friends, incensed a 
the action of the republican na­ 
tional committee in restoring 
full southern representation in 
the next republican convention, 
will demand that the convention 
itself review the committee’s ac­ 
tion. 
The present purpose is to prevent 
the convention from functioning u n ­ 
til they have had a decision on the 
com mittee’s r ig h t to rescind action 
cutting southern representation 
by 
23 delegates. 
The 1920 convention 
ordered reduction. 
It was made on 
the recommendation of the sub-com­ 
mittee, headed by Senator 
Howell, 
Nebraska. 
Then with am azing suddenness the 
national committee yesterday threw 
Ola the Howell report and. substituted 
a plan proposed by Senator Pepper, 
Pennsylvania, giving back 
to 
the 
south the delegates thrown out by 
the Howell committee. 
Furthe r, the committee on contests 
which deals w ith disputes over rep­ 
resentation was so constituted that 
anti-adm inistration forces have little 
representatio n on it. 
The natio nal com mittee’s action 
in this m a tte r has given new' evi­ 
dence of the strength of Coolidge’.1* 
control. 
Then in conjunction with 
th e sudden sw itching of the 1924 
national convention from Chicago to 
Cleveland it shows th a t the Coolidge 
campaign m anagers not only know 
w h a t they w ant, but how' to get it. 
Senator J o h n s o n ’s friends in Cali­ 
fornia not only wanted the Howell 
committee program of reduced s o u th ­ 
ern representatio n 
adopted, 
they 
wanted still f u rth e r cuts. 
Their only recourse now' is to go 
into the convention and attack the 
national committee on the ground 
th at it violated the mandate of the 
1920 convention. 
They will 
ask 
w hether the convention or the com­ 
mittee control th e republican party. 
They will dem and th a t the southern 
delegates restored by the Pepper plan 
be unseated. Johnson and his friends 
declared the n o rthern 
states 
who 
have presidential primaries are dis­ 
criminated against in southern h a n d ­ 
picked delegates. 
That is the basis 
of their fight.

YEGGS HAD PREYED ON BANKS 
IN FOUR STATES THIS 
FALL 


(By United Press) 
Minneapolis, Dec. 13.— The gang 


of yeggs which has 
preyed 
upon 


banks in M i n n e o l a , South Dakota 


Iowa and Wisconsin this fall 
has 
been broken up. 
Five of the 12 or 15 members of 
the yegg mob are under 
arrest 
in 
Minnesota towns and members of the 
Minnesota Bankers’ Protective asso­ 
ciation are “ hot on the tra i l” of the 
others, it was learned at headquar 
tern of the association here. 
Operating in three gangs 
under 
the direction of two notorious lead­ 
ers, the yegg mob has robbed about 
th irty hanks in the four states in the 
last three months. 
The loot has totaled more than 
$250,000, it was estimated. 
In addition, operatives believe the 
same g a n g .is responsible for the rob­ 
bery of a number of merchandise 
stores in Minnesota. 
Split into three gangs, the yeggs 
would strike in two or more towns 
on the same date. 
Then they would 
meet up with their leaders for a divi­ 
sion of the spoils. 
Most of these 
meetings have been held in the Twin 
Cities, it is believed. 
Louis Tufts, 23, arrested in a Min­ 
neapolis 
Gateway 
rooming 
house 
yesterday by Sheriff D. E. Schoener 
of St. Cloud was held in 
jail 
in 
Stearns county in default of $2,000 
bond as a suspect in the robbery of 
the F arm ers State Bank at Fairhaven 
last Friday. 
Detectives are hot on the trail of 
three others of the gang which sta g ­ 
ed this robbery, it was said. 
F o u r other members of the gang 
are said to he held w ith o u t charge 
in jails in other Minnesota counties 
and because no charges have been 
made representative of the Bankers’ 
association declined to give out their 
names or the places where they were 
held. 
They are holding off until 
oth er members of the mob can be 
apprehended. 
B. D .Brown, chief of detectives 
for the association is directing the 
investigation which will culminate 
in a cleanup of the entire gang of 
bandits, it is predicted. 
The disclosure resulted from the 
arrest of Tufts in Minneapolis. 
De­ 
tectives have been on th e trail of 
members of the gang 
for 
several 
weeks. 
The two leaders it was said 
have not been rounded up and efforts 
are now being made to round them 
up. 
One member of the gang is held 
in Minneapolis, it was learned, and 
two other members of the gang that 
robbed the Fairhaven hank are now 
in Texas fleeing toward the Mexican 
border. 
D etectives hope these two 
will be captured.

It may he necessary to call in 
the buffalo hunters from Scotty 
Phillips’ ranch in Pierre, S. D„ 
and stage a hear hunt cha peron­ 
ed by Captain William H. F a w ­ 
cett. 


The first consignment of ani­
